Whereupon, Mr. Justice Barry suggesting that his commitment 
was by the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, under the recent Act of Parliament, which 
suspends the action of this court,

Copt Affidavit of Martin Casey, Filed in Crown Office, Queen’s Bench, 
the 24th April 1874. 

Court of Queen’s Bench. — Crown Side. 

I, Martin Caset, of Carrickspringan, near Moynalty, Kells, in the county of Meath, 
make oath and say — 

No. 1. — My son, Patrick Casey, was arrested at Carrickspringan aforesaid by the con- 
stabulary on the 13th day of December 1871, and was forthwith lodged in Naas Gaol, where 
lie remainedin custody until the latter end of the month of October last, when he was removed 
to Kilmainliam Gaol, where he still remains in custody. 

No. 2. — I say that, until my said son was so arrested, he was a young man of unblemished 
character, and never was charged with any crime or offence. 

No. 3. — When my son was so arrested, he was a strong, hale young man ; but he is now 
suffering from severe illness, caused, as I believe, by the length of time he has been in 
imprisonment, and I fear that if he is not soon liberated, his health will be so impaired, that 
he will never recover. 

No. 4. — I am now upwards of 70 years of age, and am suffering from paralysis. My 
said son afforded me my chief means of support, by cultivating the small bolding I have in 
the county of Meath, and I am now obliged to employ a man in his stead, which has left 
me almost in a state of destitution. 

No. 5. — I am wholly ignorant of the reason why my said son was arrested, or 'why he 
is detained in custody ; and I verily believe that u brought to trial, he would be able to 
refute any charge which could he preferred against him. 
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No. 6. — My daughter and my eldest son visited my said son on several occasions, but 
were never allowed to speak to him in private, and any conversation they had with him 
was always in the presence of two warders, and they were never allowed to speak to my 
said son as to the state of his health, or the cause of his arrest, and I believe my said son 
is also entirely ignorant of the cause of his arrest or detention.

Warrant to Arrest. 

Whereas Part I., of the Protection of Life and Property in certain parts of Ireland 
Act, 1871, is now in force in relation to the baronies of Lower Kells and Upper Kells, 
in the county of Meath, and in relation to the parish of Martry, and the townlands of 
Athgaine, Great, and Beytaghstown, in the parish of Balrathboyne, in the barony of Lower 
Navan, in the said county of Meath. 

And, whereas, Patrick Casey, who resides or sojourns at Carrickspringan, in the said 
barony of Lower Kells, in the county of Meath aforesaid, is deemed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to be reasonably suspected of being a member of the Ribbon Society. 

This is under the authority of the said Part I. of the said Act, to command that the 
said Patrick Casey, in any part of Ireland, be arrested and lodged in the county of 
Kildare Gaol at Naas, in said county of Kildare, there to be detained during the con- 
tinuance of Part I. of said Act, unless sooner discharged after trial, or by order of the Lord 
Lieutenant or Privy Council.

Protection op Life and Property in certain Parts op Ireland Act, 1871. 

By the Lords Justices General and General Governors of Ireland. 

Whereas by virtue of a warrant under the authority of Part I. of The Protection 
of Life and Property in certain Parts of Ireland Act, 1871,” dated the bth day of 
December 1871, and signed by John Poyntz, Earl Spencer, then and still being Lord 
Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland, Patrick Casey is now detained 
for safe custody in the gaol of the county of Kildare, at Naas in said county, by Rdwam 
Johnston Gildea, the Governor of said gaol. And whereas it is expedient to change the 
place in which and the person by whom the said Patrick Casey shall be so detained; 
this is under the authority of the said Part I. of the said Act, as continued by lhe 
Peace Preservation (Ireland) Acts Continuance Act, 1873,” to direct and command that 
the person by whom the said Patrick Casey shall be detained for safe custody shall be 
changed from the said Edward Johnston Gildea to Henry Price, the Governor of the 
Kilmainham Gaol, in the county of Dublin, and that the place m winch the said Patrick 
Casey shall be so detained shall be changed from the said gaol of the county ot Kildare 
to the said Kilmainham Gaol, and to direct and command you, the said Edward .Johnston 
Gildea, to deliver the said Patrick Casey to the Sub-mspector of the Royal Irisn con- 
stabulary, at Naas in the said county of Kildare, and his assistants; and you, the said 
Sub-inspector of the Royal Irish Constabulary, at Naas, and your assistants, to receive 
the said Patrick Casey, and him safely to convey from the said Naas Gaol to the said 
Kilmainham Gaol, and there to deliver the said Patrick Casey to the said Henry Rnce, 
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the Governor of the said Kilmainham Gaol, together with this warrant ; and you, the 
said Henry Price, to receive the said Patrick Casey into the said Kilmainham Gaol, and 
him there to detain in safe custody during the continuance of Part I. of “ The Protection 
of Life and Property in certain Parts of Ireland A ct, 1871,” unless sooner discharged 
after trial, or by order of the Lord Lieutenant or Privy Council.
